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Claims 1-9, 11-13, 15-16, and 24 are pending. Applicants have not 
amended, added, or canceled any claims herein. 

Restriction Requirement Under PCT Rule 13.1 

The March 31, 2009 Office Action requires restriction of the claims 
under PCT Rule 13.1 to one of the following two (2) groups: 

I. Claims 1-9, 11-13 and 15-16, drawn to a single-celled 
host and vector and an isolated nucleic acid molecule 
coding the expression box with the formula S!-S 2 -S 3 ; and 

II. Claim 24, drawn to a method of obtaining characteristics 
of the tested substance. 

On page 2 of the March 31, 2009 Office Action, the Examiner alleged 
that the inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, 
the European Search Report provides prior art over Frazer et al . 
(U.S. Application Publication No. 2002/132290) which anticipates the 
instant claim 1. Thus, the Examiner stated that the claims lack the 
same or corresponding special technical feature which is a 
contribution over the prior art. 

Applicants ' Response To Restriction Requirement 

In response to the Examiner's restriction requirement, applicants 
elect, with traverse, Group I, i.e. claims 1-9, 11-13 and 15-16, 
drawn to a single-celled host and vector and an isolated nucleic 
acid molecule coding the expression box with the formula 
Si-S 2 -S 3 . In addition, applicants elect the species SEQ ID NO:10, 
EL4 T-cells and the cell line EL/pl-5^IL2-dEGFP/6 for initial 
prosecution of the pending generic claims . 
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Applicants note that the claims readable on the elected species are 
claims 1-9, 11, 13, and 16. 

Accordingly, applicants look forward to examination of the pending 
claims in the subject application.
